Rach trade Is lu a room by 
itvell, and there are usually two or 
three figures ln the room. Tho trades 
represvoted on this floor aro! Cigar 
maker, dentist, barber, turner, coupes, 
bookbinder, low beach shoemaker, 
tailor, watchmaker, jeweler, goldsmith 
ard artist. Not ooly do tha figures go 
through the movemeota ol the trailes 
they represact but somo have other 
movements, The watchmaker, for in- 
stance, with a microscope glued in his 
eye, first scaus a wateh carefully and 
thew torus half way ronod to watch his 
apprentice, who Is at work uear by. 
Ou the secund Moor io tho contre there 
is au opes court, ju which appears the 
figure of Prince Bismark accompaniod 
by a body guard of 25 fuasillers In uni- 
lorm. ‘These march about Io a circle, 
and a sentinel yuants the entrance to 
the vourt. Jp the rooms ou ihis floor 
there are at work a waguomaker, cab- 
ivetmaker, carpenter, machiuiat, luck- 
sonith and tloan.iwk. Eveu iu tho base- 
ment the men are cot Idle. Hore may 
be fund a horee-hoer, blacksmith, 
moulder, butclwr Killing a cow, baker 
aud bricklayer, «/\ as busily engaged as 
it they were beim paid by tho piece. 

*-'The seeoail building ov the opposite 
ead of the plotliem is as large as tho 
first. tothe wwer which surmounts it 
thore is a clock wan four gronod glass 
dials which cau be illuminated Jiko thé 
city ball clock, the works being below 
the dials. Ju sho room lormiog the 
bare of tho tower, seven figures are at 
wotk makiug ‘cacks’ or infauts’ shoes. 
Tne builling proper is fitedd up on its 
various floors like a shoe lactory, aad 
io it all the various brauchee ol work 
dono ina shoe factory are represeuted. 
There are stock-cutters, upper-cntters, 
girls at work at sewing machines fit- 
ting uppers, Insters,  sole-sewiog 
machino operators, beeler aud leveler, 
trimmer, heel and forepart burnishers, 
hutfer aul Guisher. ‘The upper and 
sole sewiug muchines nre ol steel nod 
operate in a manuer similar to the large 
machives they represent. There ore 
also in this establishmont a book -keepor 
aod two bosses. Altogether there are 
ia the two houses nearly 200 working fige 
ures. They are all of wood, and 
carved by hand. Jo each departmeut 
there is a mivature lamp which can be 
filled with oil and lighted. ‘There are 
fifty of t:.cse lamps, and wheu they arc 
lighted the illumination will be com- 
plete.

This curious object ix a mass cyaxisting 
of a tangled mass of burechalr and striag, 
the fibres of which +e matted and inter- 
twined weil together by meaus of no less 
than ten fish-hooke. All these are small 
books except two which are mach larger. 
It is a remarkable thing that the points 
of all these hocks are tarned apward. I 
mofess I cannot quite account for the 
presence of so many hovks in the stomach 
of this cod, except that the cod who own- 
ed the stomach had somebow or anvthei 
managed to get hold of haddoucks or 
whiting caught on hooks, aud in white 
bodies the hooks still remained. The 
flesh of the whitings or haddocks had 
been ecatirely digested hy the jaices of 
the cod’s stomach; the herschair and 
metal of the hooks, however, resisted its 
action. That haddock and whitiag have 
{reqnently hooks left in them is well 
known to all those who hare the care of 
seals, Sea fish-books are very chesp, 
and the fishermen, rather than take the 
trouble to extract the book from the 
fish's mouth, very frequently cut off the 
“snood” or line to which the fish is at- 
tached, and Jet the hook remain ia sits. 
The eeal swallows the fish-hook and all, 
the hook gets entangled in the poor seal’s 
intestines, and, of course, proves fatal, 
The cod is what is cenerally callked a 
“voracious” fish, I have now im my 
museam a portia of a tallow candle, 
about seven inches toa, that was taken 
from a cod’s stomach. This was pre- 
sented to me by Mr. Grore, of Charing 
Cress. Mr. Racksiraw has lately scat me 
apairof sailor's mits, also takem froma 
cod's stomach.
